ALBUQUERQUE, New 
Mexico (AP) — Farmers, 
towns and tribes slammed 
water-intake gates shut 
as a sludge-laden plume 
from a Colorado mine spill 
rolled down principal riv¬ 
ers in the desert Southwest 
on Monday, prompting lo¬ 
cal officials and families to 
demand answers about 
possible long-term threats 
from heavy metals borne 
along by the spill. 
Colorado and New Mex¬ 
ico declared stretches of 
the Animas and San Juan 
rivers to be disaster areas 
as the orange-colored 
waste stream estimated 
to be 100 miles (161 million 
kilometers) long churned 
downstream toward Lake 
Powell in Utah after the 
spill Wednesday at the 
abandoned Gold King 
mine. 

The Navajo Nation, which 
covers parts of New Mexi¬ 
co, Ufah and Arizona, also 
declared an emergency 
as it shut down water in¬ 
take systems and stopped 
diverting water from the 
San Juan River. 

Members of fhe tribal 
council were frustrated 
during a special meeting 
Monday and echoed the 
sentiment of New Mexico 
officials that the federal 
government needs to be 
held accountable. 

The 3 million gallons (11.36 
million liters) of mine waste 
included high concen¬ 
trations of arsenic, lead 
and other heavy metals. 
Workers with the U.S. En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency accidentally un¬ 
leashed the spill as federal 
and contract workers in¬ 
spected the abandoned 
mine site near Silverton, 
Colorado. 

The EPA has said the con¬ 
taminants were rolling too 
fast to be an immediate 
health threat. Experts and 
federal environmental of¬ 
ficials say they expect the 
massive river system to di¬ 
lute the heavy metals be¬ 
fore they pose a longer- 
term threat. 

Dissolved iron in the waste 


turned the long plume 
an alarming orange yel¬ 
low — a look familiar to 
old-time miners who call 
it “yellow boy” — so “the 
water appears worse aes¬ 
thetically than it actually 
is, in terms of health,” said 
Ron Cohen, a civil and 
environmental engineer¬ 
ing professor at the Colo¬ 
rado School of Mines. 

EPA officials said sfrefch- 
es of the rivers would be 
closed for drinking wa¬ 
ter, recreation and oth¬ 
er uses at least through 
Aug. 17. 

Tests show some of the 
metals have settled to the 
bottom and would dis¬ 
solve only if conditions be¬ 
came acidic, which isn't 
likely, Cohen said. 

The best course for the 
EPA would be to leave the 
metals where they settle, 
he said, noting that next 
spring’s mountain snow¬ 
melt would help dilute the 
contaminants further and 
flush them downstream. 
No die-off of wildlife along 
the river has yet been de¬ 
tected. Federal officials 
say all buf one of a tesf 
batch of fingerling frouf 
deliberately exposed to 
the water survived over 
the weekend. In addi¬ 
tion, the Colorado-based 
Mountain Studies Institute 
environmental group saw 
no immediate unusual ef¬ 
fects in flies exposed to 
the water, program direc¬ 
tor Aaron Kimple said. 

As a precaution, state and 
federal officials along the 
river system have ordered 
public water systems to 
turn off intake valves as 
the plume passes. Boat¬ 
ers and fishing groups 
have been told to avoid 
affected stretches of the 
Animas and San Juan riv¬ 
ers, which are crowded 
with rafters and anglers in 
a normal summer. 
Congress members, state 
officials and residents 
contend the EPA is not 
providing quick answers 
about long-term impacts 
from the spill.

minutes after the shooting, 
according to court records 
released Monday. 

Jody Herring, 40, pleaded 
not guilty in Vermont Supe¬ 
rior Court on Monday and 
was ordered held without 
bail. She was arrested Fri¬ 
day following the death of 
Lara Sobel who police say 
was shot twice in the up¬ 
per extremities — includ¬ 
ing once when she was al¬ 
ready on the ground — as 
she exited the Barre office 
building that houses the 
regional office of the state 
Department for Children 
and Families that after¬ 
noon. 

Police also believe that be¬ 
fore shooting the 48-year- 
old Sobel, Herring shot 
and killed her own two 
cousins and an aunt in the 
neighboring town of Berlin. 
Charges have not been 
filed in connection with the 
deaths of Regina Herring, 
43, and Rhonda Herring, 
48, the suspect’s cousins; 


and Julie Falzarano, 73, an 
aunt. 

In an affidavit, police of¬ 
ficers said Washington 
County State's Attorney 
Scott Williams who was 
inside the building that 
houses DCF, heard the 
shots and when he got to 
the scene, he saw Herring 


standing nearSobel's body 
still holding the .270-caliber 
hunting rifle. Williams was 
able to get the gun from 
her and he and bystanders 
subdued her. 

When police arrived, Her¬ 
ring was “very calm and 
laughing,” the affidavit 
said. Later on, she was still 
talking about the shooting 
“like it was no big deal,” of¬ 
ficers said. 

However, during an inter¬ 
view Friday night. Herring 
became agitated, saying 
that they had never helped 
her when her boyfriend 
beat her and complaining 
about the injustices she suf¬ 
fered at the hands of DCF. 
The court record also shows 
that Herring left two phone 
messages for her brother, 
Dwayne Herring, 
about two hours before 
Sobel was killed. In the first, 
she urges him to call her im¬ 
mediately. 

Four minutes later, she left 
a message saying: “Watch 


the news and you’ll wish 
you got ahold of me ear¬ 
lier.” 

Tiffany Herring, 23, who 
identified herself as the 
daughter of one of the 
victims, told the Burling¬ 
ton Free Press her mother 
received a threatening 
phone call from Jody Her¬ 


ring on Friday morning. 

She said: “You guys need 
to stop calling DCF unless 
you guys are going to have 
it coming to you,” Tiffany 
Herring told the newspa¬ 
per. 

Herring was charged Mon¬ 
day with killing only Sobel, 
although investigators be¬ 
lieve she killed her relatives 
as well. 

Gov. Peter Shumlin’s office 
issued a statement saying 
he had spoken with the 
family of those relatives 
and at their request, the 
governor is asking tor pri¬ 
vacy. 

Vermont Attorney General 
William Sorrell said after 
Monday’s court appear¬ 
ance it could be some time 
before additional charges 
are filed against Herring. 
More details may emerge 
by the end of the week, he 
added.

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Trump says Fox has Promised Fair Coverage

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dential candidate Donald 
Trump's turbulent relation¬ 
ship with Fox News showed 
signs of improvement Mon¬ 
day even as Democratic 
front-runner Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton seized on the 
billionaire businessman’s 
clash with the network to 
cast the entire 2016 Repub¬ 
lican presidential field as 
being bad for women. 
Trump and Fox News, one 
of the most powerful voices 
in Republican and conser¬ 
vative circles, have been 
in a bitter feud since last 
Thursday’s presidential de¬ 
bate. While he leads re¬ 
cent Republican presiden¬ 
tial polls, the former reality 
television star has drawn 
heated criticism from many 
in his own party for saying 
on CNN that Fox debate 
moderator Megyn Kelly 
had “blood coming out 
of her eyes, blood coming 
out of her wherever.” 

Trump insisted Monday 
that he never intended to 
say anything inappropri¬ 
ate about Kelly, one of the 
most popular hosts on the 
most watched U.S. cable 
news network. 


But Trump maintains he was 
treated unfairly in a series 
of tough questions, includ¬ 
ing one from Kelly about 
Trump's history of negative 
statements about women. 
Kelly asked the real estate 
mogul about his use of 
words such as “dog,” "fat” 
and “disgusting” to insult 
women and whether it re¬ 
flected the “temperament 
of a man we should elect 
as president.” 

He maintained Monday 
that he never intended to 
say anything inappropri¬ 
ate about Kelly and said 
the uproar over his criti¬ 
cism was “all fueled by the 
press.’’“This wasn’t meant 
to be much of an insult,” he 
told NBC’s “Today” show. 
Trump's unconventional, 
insurgent campaign and 
his series of incendiary 
comments have vaulted 
him into an early lead in 
the race for the Republican 
presidential nomination 
just half a year before the 
first nominating contests in 
Iowa and New Hampshire. 
While Trump is considered 
unlikely to win the Repub¬ 
lican presidential nomi¬ 
nation, he has enthralled 
anti-establishment conser¬ 
vatives with his bellicose 


statements and confound¬ 
ed party leaders trying to 
bring order to an unwieldy 
field of 17 candidates. 

So far, the self-funded 
Trump has proved to be im¬ 
mune from what would be 
viewed as missteps by any 


other candidate. It will be 
several days before public 
polling shows whether he 
was damaged by his caus¬ 
tic comments about Kelly. 
Trump tweeted Monday 
that Fox News chairman 
Roger Ailes had reached 


out to him directly Mon¬ 
day, assuring him he'll be 
“treated fairly” by the sta¬ 
tion. Trump appeared on 
several Sunday morning 
TV news shows, but not on 
Fox's main show. He now is 
scheduled to appear Tues¬ 
day morning on “Fox and 
Friends.” “Roger Ailes just 
called. He is a great guy 
& assures me that 'Trump' 
will be treated fairly on @ 
FoxNews. His word is al¬ 
ways good!” wrote Trump. 
Fox News representatives 
did not immediately re¬ 
spond to a request for 
comment, but one of the 
“Fox and Friends” hosts, 
Steve Doocy, tweeted that 
Trump would be appear¬ 
ing on “Fox and Friends" 
Tuesday morning to talk 
about his relationship with 
the network. Trump's lat¬ 
est remarks have unnerved 
some in a Republican Par¬ 
ty that has long wrestled 
with the public perception 
that it is waging a “war on 
women” and has struggled 
to convince more women 
that it’s on their side. 
Speaking publicly for the 
first time since the Repub¬ 
lican debate, Clinton on 
Monday seized on Trump's 
comments about Kelly. She 
said his remarks should not 
overshadow the rest of the 
Republican candidates’ 
policies dealing with wom¬ 
en. “They brag about slash¬ 
ing women's health care 
funding,” Clinton told re¬ 
porters while campaigning 
in New Hampshire. “They 
say they would force wom¬ 
en who have been raped 
to carry their rapist’s child, 
and we don’t hear any of 
them supporting raising 
the minimum wage, paid 
leave for new parents, ac¬ 
cess to quality child care, 
equal pay for women or 
anything else that will help 
to give women a chance 
to get ahead." □ 


Melissa Gilbert to run for Congress in Michigan

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — For¬ 
mer “Little House on the 
Prairie” star Melissa Gilbert 
announced her candidacy 
for a Michigan congressio¬ 
nal seat on Monday, saying 
“fresh voices” are needed 
to help improve the econ¬ 
omy for people who have 
fallen behind. 

The 51-year-old Democrat, 
who moved to Howell from 
California two years ago 
after marrying actor Timo¬ 
thy Busfield, will run for the 


8th District, which stretches 
from the northern Detroit 
suburbs to the state capital 
of Lansing and has been 
in GOP hands for 15 years. 
First-term Republican Rep. 
Mike Bishop of Rochester 
won last year after then- 
House Intelligence Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Mike Rog¬ 
ers decided not to seek re- 
election. 

“I’m running for Congress 
to make life a little easier 
for all the families who feel 
they have fallen through 
the cracks in today’s econ¬ 


omy,” Gilbert said in a 
statement. “I believe build¬ 
ing a new economy is a 
team effort, and we need 
to bring fresh voices to the 
table to get the job done." 
Gilbert, who has never held 
public office, campaigned 
for Michigan gubernatorial 
candidate Mark Schauer 
in 2014. She was president 
of the Screen Actors Guild 
from 2001-05 after play¬ 
ing Laura Ingolls on “Little 
House” in the 1970s and 
1980s. 

She and Busfield recently 


moved from Howell, which 
is 45 miles northwest of De¬ 
troit, to another unspecified 
area of Livingston County. 
Bishop campaign spokes¬ 
man Stu Sandler called Gil¬ 
bert a “tax cheat,” noting 
that she owes $360,000 in 
back taxes to the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment and $112,000 to 
California. 

“Melissa Gilbert can afford 
to have a stylist for her dog, 
but cannot pay her taxes,” 
he said in a statement.

Obama said Republicans 
are reflexively opposing 
the Iran nuclear deal be¬ 
cause his name is on it, 
brushing off criticism from 
a majority in Congress. 
Ahead of next month’s 
deadline for a vote that 
could derail the agree¬ 
ment, Obama argued in 
two interviews released 
Monday that solid Re¬ 
publican opposition was 
unsurprising. He cited Re¬ 
publicans' resistance to his 
health care law and bud¬ 
get proposals as evidence 
that their recent hostil¬ 
ity had nothing to do with 
what’s in the deal. 
“Unfortunately, a large por¬ 
tion of the Republican Par¬ 
ty, if not a near unanimous 
portion of Republican rep¬ 
resentatives, are going to 
be opposed to anything 
that I do,” Obama told 
NPR News. That hasn’t al¬ 
ways been the case. 

In June, Republicans drove 
legislation through that 
gave Obama expanded 
authority to negotiate 
trade deals with Europe 
and Asia, even as many in 
Obama’s own Democratic 


Party deserted him. Many 
Republicans also have 
shown a willingness to work 
with Obama on criminal 
justice matters and on 
military spending that ex¬ 
ceeds caps imposed by 
both parties. 

On the Iran deal, Obama 
has tried to discredit the 
opposition and attract as 
much Democratic support 
as possible before Con¬ 
gress votes on the agree¬ 
ment roughly a month from 
now. The White House has 
acknowledged that Con¬ 
gress probably will pass leg¬ 
islation opposing the deal, 
which Obama will veto. 
Obama’s goal is to secure 
enough Democratic votes 
to prevent Congress from 
overriding his veto. 

So far, only 34 members 
of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, all Democrats, 
have announced support, 
along with 17 Democratic 
senators. Hawaii Sen. Brian 
Schatz and Minnesota Sen. 
Amy Klobuchar on Mon¬ 
day became the latest to 
side with Obama. It takes 
a two-thirds vote of the 
435 House members and 
100 senators to override a 
presidential veto. 

A blow came last week 
when New York Sen. 


Chuck Schumer, in line to 
be the top Democrat in 
the Senate, announced 
his opposition. Obama’s 
interviews were recorded 
before Schumer’s an¬ 
nouncement, but were 
released Monday as the 
White House tried to keep 
the president’s voice in the 
debate during the August 
lull. Lawmakers have left 
Washington for their an¬ 
nual congressional recess, 
and Obama is on the is¬

Feds: 

Man wanted to 
form small army 
for Islamic State 

NEWARK, New Jersey (AP) 

— A former New Jersey 
man who traveled to the 
Middle East last year want¬ 
ed to form a small army to 
fight with the Islamic State 
group, federal authorities 
said Monday, weeks after 
the man's brother was ar¬ 
rested in the same alleged 
plot. 

Nader Saadeh, 20, was 
charged with attempting 
to provide material support 
to the terror group. 

He was ordered held with¬ 
out bail following a brief 
appearance Monday 
in U.S. District Court in New¬ 
ark. A judge appointed a 
lawyer to represent him af¬ 
ter Saadeh said he could 
not afford to pay for an at¬ 
torney. 

The former Rutherford resi¬ 
dent’s arrest came after 
authorities arrested his 
23-year-old brother, Alaa, 
and 21-year-old Samuel 
Rahamin Topaz of Fort Lee 
on similar charges. 
Authorities say Nader Saa¬ 
deh traveled to the Middle 
East in May to join the Islam¬ 
ic State but was arrested in 
Jordan and had been held 
there in custody. It was not 
immediately clear when 
or how he returned to the 
United States. 

He could face several de¬ 
cades in prison if convict¬ 
ed on all counts. 

Between 2012 and 2013, 
Saadeh allegedly ex¬ 
pressed his hatred for the 
United States and his wish 
to form a small army via 
electronic messages. After 
the Islamic State’s leader 
declared an Islamic ca¬ 
liphate in parts of Syria and 
Iraq in July 2014, authorities 
say Saadeh posted imag¬ 
es of the group’s flags on 
Facebook. □

FERGUSON, Missouri (AP) — 

Ferguson was a community 
on edge again Monday, a 
day after a protest marking 
the anniversary of Michael 
Brown's death was punc¬ 
tuated with gunshots and 
police critically wounded a 
black 18-year-old accused 
of opening fire on officers. 
Police, profesfers and peo¬ 
ple who live and work in 
the St. Louis suburb were 
bracing for what nightfall 
might bring following more 
violence along West Flo¬ 
rissant Avenue, the same 
thoroughfare that was the 
site of massive protests and 
rioting after Brown was fa¬ 
tally shot last year in a con¬ 
frontation with a white Fer¬ 
guson officer. 

Michael Brown was a black 
18-year-old who was killed 
by a white Ferguson police 
officer, touching off a na¬ 
tional debate over police 
treatment of minorifies and 
sparked the “Black Lives 
Matter" movement. 

“Of course I'm worried,” 
said Sandy Sansevere, a 
refired health care worker 
who volunteers at the re¬ 
tail store operated by the 
nonprofit group I Love Fer¬ 
guson, which was formed 
after Brown’s death, to 
promote the community. 
“What scares me are the 
guns." 

The father of the suspect 
who was shot called the 
police version of events “a 
bunch of lies.”

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Day of violence in Turkey leaves at least 9 dead

BAGHDAD (AP) — Two 

bombs striking neighbor¬ 
hoods in Iraq’s eastern Di¬ 
yala province killed at least 
42 people Monday night, 
officials said, less than a 
month after the region was 
the scene of one of the 
deadliest attacks to hit the 
country in recent years. 

The deadlier of Monday’s 
two attacks happened 
near the provincial capital, 
Baquba, located 35 miles 
(60 kilometers) northeast 
of Baghdad. Police said 
a suicide car bomb tore 
through a marketplace, kill¬ 
ing at least 35 people and 
wounding 72. 

The Islamic State group 
claimed responsibility for 
the attack, in a statement 
distributed on Twitter, say¬ 
ing an Iraqi fighter named 
Abdullah al-Ansai detonat¬ 
ed his explosives-laden ve¬ 
hicle in the predominantly 
Shiite neighborhood of Hu- 
waydah. 


The second took place 
in the village of Kanaan, 
where officials said a sui¬ 
cide bomber blew himself 
up in a residential area, 
killing seven people and 
wounding 15. 

Hospital officials corrobo¬ 
rated the casualty figures. 
All spoke on condition of 
anonymity as they were 
not authorized to speak to 
journalists. 

Residents in Diyala have 
been calling for greater 
protection from secu¬ 
rity forces after the Islamic 
State group bombed a 
crowded marketplace last 
month, killing 115 people, 
including women and 
children.

Tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple, many of them flee¬ 
ing conflict in Syria and 
Afghanistan, have been 
making their way from the 
Turkish coast to nearby 
Greek islands in inflatable 
dinghies, overwhelming 
cash-strapped and under¬ 
staffed authorities on the 
islands. The vast major¬ 
ity then head to mainland 


Greece and from there, try 
to reach more prosperous 
European Union countries 
by either walking across 
the Balkans from northern 
Greece, or sneaking onto 
Italy-bound ferries from the 
west. 

The 1,417 migrants rescued 
between Friday morn¬ 
ing and Monday morning 
were picked up at sea in 59 
incidents off the coasts of 
the islands of Lesbos, Chios, 
Samos, Agafhonisi and Kos, 
the coast guard said. 

Those figures do nof include 
the hundreds of others who 
manage to reach the is¬ 
lands’ coasts themselves, 
walking to the main towns 
to turn themselves in to lo¬ 
cal authorities and receive 
registration papers. □

Knife attacks kill two people 
at central Sweden Ikea store 


HELSINKI (AP) — Police in 
Sweden arrested two men 
on suspicion of murder in 
a knife attack that killed a 
man and a woman at an 
Ikea store Monday in the 
central Swedish city of Vas- 
teras, police and store offi¬ 
cials said. 

Vasteras police officer Per 
Agren, in charge of fhe in¬ 
vestigation, said they had 
not found any connection 
between the suspected at¬ 
tackers and the victims or 
between the two attack¬ 
ers. 

Describing the incident as 
“a mad event,” Agren told 
reporters that both men — 
one in his mid-30s, the other 
born in 1992 — were de¬ 
tained in the store and at a 
bus stop outside. 

The male victim was dead 
at the scene, and the 
woman died later, police 
said. 

The older perpetrator, who 
was seriously injured, was 


the chief suspect, Agren 
said at a news conference. 
He declined to comment 
on a possible motive pend¬ 
ing the outcome of an in¬ 
vestigation and gave no 
further details about the 
suspects or victims. 
Sweden’s security police, 
responsible for investigat¬ 
ing suspected terror cases, 
told national news agency 
TT they had no reason to 
be involved in the investi¬ 
gation based on the infor¬ 
mation they were given. 
The attack in Vasteras, 
some 100 kilometers (60 
miles) west of the capital 
Stockholm, occurred sud¬ 
denly during an otherwise 
normal day in the kitchen¬ 
ware department of the 
store, said Martina Smed- 
berg, spokeswoman for 
Ikea Group. 

“We have no idea of a mo¬ 
tive,” she said. “There have 
been no known threats

Syria releases jailed activist Darwish

BEIRUT (AP) — Syrian au¬ 
thorities on Monday re¬ 
leased an award-winning 
human rights activist after 
more than three years in 
jail in a rare goodwill ges¬ 
ture by President Bashar 
Assad's government amid 
intense diplomatic maneu¬ 
vering to end the country's 
civil war. 

The release of Mazen Dar¬ 
wish was welcomed by 
activists as a positive de¬ 
velopment amid Syria’s 
daily carnage. An outspo¬ 
ken critic of the govern¬ 
ment's crackdown on pro¬ 
tests that erupted against 
Assad's rule in March 2011, 
he became a symbol of 
the battle for human rights 
in Syria following his deten¬ 
tion less than a year later. 
Amnesty International said 
Darwish should never have 
been jailed in the first place 
and called on the govern¬ 
ment to halt its campaign 
targeting those who dare 
speak about the “appall¬ 


ing human rights violations” 
in Syria. 

Darwish was the director of 
the Syrian Center for Media 
and Freedom of Expression 
when he was arrested in 
February 2012 in a Damas¬ 
cus security raid, along with 
two of his colleagues, Hani 
al-Zitani and Hussein Gharir. 
The organization confirmed 
his release on Monday but 
said he is still standing trial 
and is scheduled to attend 
a court hearing on Aug. 30. 
His two colleagues were re¬ 
leased last month. 

“After an arbitrary arrest 
that lasted three years, five 
months and 23 days, Ma¬ 
zen Darwish has been re¬ 
leased from prison today,” 
the group said in a state¬ 
ment. 

There was no immediate 
comment from the govern¬ 
ment, which continues to 
hold thousands of political 
prisoners, according to hu¬ 
man rights groups. 

The Syria that Darwish steps 
into when he leaves prison 
is drastically different than 
the one he knew more than 


three years ago. What be¬ 
gan as an Arab Spring-style 
uprising against Assad’s 
rule became a full-blown 
civil war and the country 
has sunk into chaos. 

The conflict, now in its fifth 
year, has killed at least 
250,000 people, wounded 
more than a million and dis¬ 
placed half the population, 
according to the United 
Nations. The Islamic State 
group, which emerged as 
an al-Qaida splinter group 
and is now its main rival, 
has seized about a third of 
both Syria and Iraq. 
Darwish's release comes 
amid stepped-up diplo¬ 
matic activity aimed at 
finding a political way out 
of the conflict. 

Assad's main backers, Rus¬ 
sia and Iran, are trying to 
set the stage — following 
the Iran nuclear deal — for 
a political transition in Syria. 
The U.S. and Saudi Arabia 
also appear to be more in¬ 
clined to engage with the 
Iranian-backed govern¬ 
ment of Assad on ways to 
end the war. □

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Argentine president’s successor candidate wins primaries

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — President Cristina 
Fernandez’s chosen suc¬ 
cessor easily won Argen¬ 
tina’s open primaries, but 
the results Monday un¬ 
derscored that October’s 
election is still up for grabs 
and voters remain deeply 
divided about who could 
best tackle the country’s 
myriad economic prob¬ 
lems. 

With 98 percent of ballots 
counted, Daniel Scioli was 
leading with 38 percent of 
the vote. Mauricio Maori 
and two others in his “Let’s 
Change” coalition topped 
opposition candidates with 
a total of 30 percent while 
Sergio Massa and one oth¬ 
er aspirant on his “United 
for a new Alternative” tick¬ 
et garnered 20 percent. 

All candidates competed 
on the same ballot, with 
the top finishers from each 
party qualifying for the 
Oct. 25 general election. 
That meant Sunday’s pri¬ 


maries were essentially a 
giant national poll. 

“No matter how you look 
at it, the only truth is the re¬ 
ality," Scioli told supporters 
early Monday, paraphras¬ 
ing famous words by for¬ 
mer President Juan Domin¬ 
go Peron, founder of the 
ruling political movement. 
“And the reality is that we 
have a big margin over our 
adversaries." 

Scioli’s margin would not 
be enough to win elec¬ 
tion in the first round, which 
would require either 45 
percent of the vote or 40 
percent and a 10-point 
margin over the runner-up. 
A November runoff would 
likely benefit Macri, who 
might pick up the votes 
from Argentines who initial¬ 
ly supported other opposi¬ 
tion candidates. 

The South American nation 
is struggling with inflation 
that independent analysts 
put at over 30 percent and 
the Argentine peso has slid 
sharply against the Ameri¬ 
can dollar. □

American lawyer slain, girlfriend wounded in Caracas

Autopsy: Texas 
man has drowned 
in the Bahamas 

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) — 
A 24-year-old Texas man 
has been found dead in 
the waters off Bahamas 
and an initial autopsy says 
he drowned. Bahamian 
investigators say the un¬ 
clothed body of Mason 
Tucker was found in wa¬ 
ters near Abaco’s Scot¬ 
land Cay on July 29. He 
was a recent graduate of 
Texas Tech University and 
was from the city of Katy. 
Police spokeswoman Ter- 
ecita Pinder said Monday 
that initial autopsy findings 
are “consistent with drown¬ 
ing.” Tucker had traveled 
to the Bahamas earlier 
this summer to work on a 
sport fishing boat. His body 
was discovered by a local 
resident. A dinghy he was 
traveling in and his per¬ 
sonal belongings have not 
been found. □ 

Bahamas detains 
143 Haitian migrants 
on packed sailboat 

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) 
— Authorities in the Baha¬ 
mas have detained 143 
migrants from Haiti on a 
crowded sailboat at the 
southern edge of the is¬ 
land chain. The Royal Ba¬ 
hamas Defense Force says 
a patrol boat stopped the 
vessel west of Ragged Is¬ 
land. Among the migrants 
were 23 women and three 
children. All were taken 
Monday to a military base 
in Nassau for further inves¬ 
tigation. The Bahamas typi¬ 
cally repatriates migrants 
who are detained at sea. 
A Defense Force state¬ 
ment says eight Cubans 
were also apprehended 
last Wednesday in a ves¬ 
sel off Grand Bahama. The 
force has detained nearly 
1,000 migrants this year.Q

Katie Ledecky 
crowns herself 
czarina at Russian 
swim worlds

KAZAN, Russia (AP) — Katie 
Ledecky is ready to enjoy 
a week off. She’s certainly 
earned it. With five gold 
medals and three records at 
the world swimming cham¬ 
pionships, Ledecky stamped 
herself as a huge favorite 
heading into next year's 
Olympics. She swept the 
200, 400, 800 and 1,500-me¬ 
ter freestyles in Kazan, in ad¬ 
dition to anchoring the vic¬ 
torious 4x200 free relay. The 
18-year-old American is 9-0 
in finals at world meets, hav¬ 
ing won four golds and set 
two world records in 2013 
at Barcelona. “After Barce¬ 
lona, I set my goals for these 
last couple years, and I have 
a little ways to go still," she 
said. “I'm chipping away at 
those goals, and this is a re¬ 
ally great steppingstone to¬ 
ward Olympic trials." 

That meet next July will de¬ 
cide the U.S. team for the 
Rio de Janeiro Games. The 
1,500 is not an Olympic 
event, so Ledecky may look 
to add the 100 free to her 
busy schedule in Brazil, plus 
the relays.

CANTON, Ohio (AP) — 

Backup quarterback Mike 
Kafka threw a touchdown 
pass and running back 
Joe Banyard ran for an¬ 
other score to help the 
Minnesota Vikings beat the 
Pittsburgh Steelers 14-3 on 
Sunday night in the Hall of 
Fame game. 

Most of the regulars 
watched from the sidelines 
in the annual exhibition 
opener, including Adrian 
Peterson and Ben Roethlis- 
berger. 

Minnesota quarterback 
Teddy Bridgewater com¬ 
pleted 5 of 6 passes for 44 
yards in his one series of 
work. The reigning Rookie 
of the Year's night ended 
when the Steelers stopped 
the Vikings on fourth down 
midway through the first 
quarter. 

There was a moment of 
silence before kickoff for 
Hall of Fame running back 


and longtime broadcaster 
Frank Gifford. The former 
New York Giants star died 
Sunday morning at age 84. 
Hall of Famer Jerome Bettis 
waved a “Terrible Towel" 
during pregame introduc¬ 
tions, with the decidedly 
pro-Pittsburgh crowd roar¬ 
ing its approval. The run¬ 


ning back nicknamed 
“The Bus" stood with the 
rest of the Hall’s new class 
for the coin toss, the only 
moment of true star power 
on a night the bold-faced 
names still in uniform didn't 
break a sweat if they even 
bothered to suit up at all. 
Peterson's return from a 


lengthy suspension will 
have to wait at least one 
more week, if not decid¬ 
edly longer. The running 
back hasn't played in an 
exhibition in nearly four 
years, a streak likely to con¬ 
tinue. Peterson’s position 
on the depth chart is safe. 
The ones behind him not so 
much as the Vikings try to 
build on an erratic but at 
times promising 2014 be¬ 
hind Bridgewater and first- 
year coach Mike Zimmer. 
Like Peterson, Roethlis- 
berger stuck to shorts and 
a T-shirt. All-Pro running 
back Le’Veon Bell and 
All-Pro wide receiver An¬ 
tonio Brown put together 
a full dress rehearsal, even 
going through warm-ups. 
They spent the majority of 
the night hanging out, the 
only exercise the notori¬ 
ously hard-working Brown 
enjoyed coming while he 
absentmindedly worked 
the exercise bike. 
Bridgewater deftly guided 


the Vikings on a 10-play, 
51-yard drive in the first 
quarter, hitting tight end 
Kyle Rudolph for a pair of 
11-yard gains. Rather than 
attempt a short field goal 
on fourth-and-1 from the 
10, Zimmer opted to go for 
it only to see Jerick McKin¬ 
non stopped for no gain by 
nose tackle Steve McLen¬ 
don, one of the handful of 
Pittsburgh regulars to actu¬ 
ally take the field. 

With Roethlisberger given 
the night off and usual 
backup Bruce Gradkowski 
dealing with a sore arm, 
the Steelers gave third- 
stringer Jones an extensive 
look. The former Oklaho¬ 
ma player is trying to con¬ 
vince the team to keep 
three quarterbacks on the 
roster. While coach Mike 
Tomlin said early in camp 
Jones was on the “incline" 
he was going to reserve 
judgment until after seeing 
Jones face guys in differ¬ 
ent-colored jerseys.Q

She basically swam against 
herself in Kazan. Ledecky 
won the 400 by 3.89 sec¬ 
onds, the 800 by 10.26 
seconds and the 1,500 by 
14.66 seconds. Her closest 
race was the 200, when 
she rallied from fourth to 
win by 0.16 seconds. She 
was named female swim¬ 
mer of the meet. 

“It's almost to the point 
where I’m not surprised,” 
her coach Bruce Gemmell 
said. “She’s such a beauti¬ 
ful natural swimmer.” 

In a 24-hour span, Ledecky 
set back-to-back world re¬ 
cords in the 1,500. As if that 
wasn't impressive enough, 
she returned the next night 
to win the 200 against a 
stellar field. 

“We laugh about how 
she’s going to retire some 
men in this sport continu¬ 
ing to swim that fast," said 
Frank Busch, U.S. national 
team director. “She's do¬ 
ing things that are unprec¬ 
edented in our sport." 

Such utter domination has 
sent expectations soaring 


for the recent high school 
graduate from suburban 
Washington, D.C., who has 
yet to even get a driver's 
license. Ledecky remains 
oblivious to it all. 

“I kind of try to keep the 
same mindset I had go¬ 
ing into 2012 — no expec¬ 
tations, no pressure, and 
whatever happens, hap¬ 
pens,” she said. “I know my 
family and my coaches will 
all help me maintain that 
mindset." 

Her support system was in 
Kazan, with her parents, 
brother and uncle cheer¬ 
ing in the stands. 

At the daily U.S. women's 
team meeting, coaches 
congratulated anyone 


who swam a personal-best 
time and the team show¬ 
ered that person with ap¬ 
plause. Ledecky received 
the most cheers; of course, 
her best times just hap¬ 
pened to be jaw-dropping 
world records. 

“Whenever she swims she 
just has this ability to lift 
the entire team spirit," said 
Missy Franklin, Ledecky's 
teammate who won five 
medals in Kazan. “That's 
so, so special. It's just been 
amazing watching her 
this whole time and I think 
all of us know there’s only 
brighter things to come in 
her future." 

A typical training day for 
Ledecky involves morning 


and afternoon practices 
three days a week. She 
mixes in dry land training 
that focuses on strength, 
flexibility and injury preven¬ 
tion three times a week. 
She usually swims up to 
6,000 meters in the morn¬ 
ing. A hard training session 
would add another 2,000 
meters. 

“We've found some small 
things I can work on to try 
and improve,” she said. 
“It’s about trying to get 
faster. I’m very motivated." 
Gemmell has instilled in 
Ledecky the belief that re¬ 
laxed swimming results in 
optimal performances. In 
the water, she focuses on 
keeping her stroke, rhythm 
and tempo the same 
throughout the longer rac¬ 
es. 

“She's driven to get better, 
she's not afraid to chal¬ 
lenge herself," Gemmell 
said. “She's not afraid of 
failure, but failure is not 
an option. That’s sort of a 
combination she’s put to¬ 
gether to work pretty well 
for her.” 

She viewed the 200 as 
a challenge, so the 100 
might be even more entic¬ 
ing. Rarely does a distance 
swimmer in their prime 
dip into the sprint ranks. 
Ledecky practices other 


strokes in training, but the 
competition is so strong in 
those events that she has 
no plans to swim anything 
but freestyle for now. 
“There's still a lot of fast 
swimmers in that 200 free,” 
she said. “I know I have my 
work cut for me." 

Ledecky is taking a cache 
of gold out of Russia, but 
leaving money behind. 
Her medals and world re¬ 
cords were worth a to¬ 
tal of $175,000 from FINA, 
the sport's world govern¬ 
ing body. However, she 
couldn’t accept any of 
it because she plans to 
remain an amateur and 
compete for Stanford start¬ 
ing in the fall of 2016. 

She will focus on training 
for the next year, although 
Ledecky plans to take a 
few classes at Georgetown 
University and continue the 
volunteer work she did in 
high school. 

Ledecky won’t be far from 
the water when she's tak¬ 
ing her weeklong break at 
home in Bethesda, Mary¬ 
land. She'll be the teenag¬ 
er with the short blond hair 
and smooth stroke at the 
local pool. 

“It gets hot in D.C. in the 
summer," she said. “We'll 
see how much I'll actually 
swim.’O

SHEBOYGAN, Wis. (AP) — 

Rory Mcllroy says he’s 100 
percent and his game ap¬ 
pears to be in order. 

He was talking about golf, 
not soccer. 

Mcllroy played another 
practice round Monday 
for the PGA Champion¬ 
ship and declared himself 
ready to go at Whistling 
Straits. The world’s No. 1 
player injured ligaments in 
his left ankle the first week¬ 
end in July while play¬ 
ing soccer with friends in 
Northern Ireland. 

Thursday will be his first 
competitive round since 
the U.S. Open. 

“To play golf it's 100 per¬ 
cent,” he said. “To go 
back on a soccer pitch, it 
wouldn’t be quite ready. 
But to do what I need to do 
this week, it’s 100 percent.” 
Monday was the first official 
day of practice for the final 
major of the year, though 
it was interrupted through¬ 
out the afternoon as thun¬ 
derstorms rumbled into the 
area off Lake Michigan 
and twice suspended play. 
Mcllroy got his work done 
in the morning. He flew in 
from Portugal on the week¬ 
end and played twice, 
and the 26-year-old from 
Northern Ireland said he 
has been playing with one 
ball to keep score and try 
to regain a competitive 
feel. 

He said he played — and 
walked — 72 holes dur¬ 
ing his time in Portugal. 
That’s much different — as 
is the injury — from when 
Tiger Woods played the 
2008 U.S. Open at Torrey 
Pines with shredded liga¬ 
ments in his left knee and 
a double stress fracture in 
his leg. Woods did not walk 
18 holes until he teed it up 
that week at Torrey Pines. 
“It actually feels better 
when I go at it as hard as I 
want because my left foot 


sort of spins out of the way 
whenever I hit the driver 
anyway,” Mcllroy said. “If 
my left foot was to stay 
completely flat, like roll on 
to the left side like a lot of 
guys do, then it would ob¬ 
viously probably create 
a few problems. Because 
mine sort of spins out of the 
way, it takes a lot of pres¬ 
sure off it.” 

Mcllroy said he was putting 
even while he was in a boot 
to keep his ankle steady. 

He began this year with 
a runner-up finish in Abu 
Dhabi after a seven-week 
break, though he conced¬ 
ed it was far different at a 
major championship. 

“I think it's just the com¬ 


petitiveness of feeling what 
it's like to play a tourna¬ 
ment,” he said. “It's OK 
coming back to play Abu 
Dhabi as your first week 
back, but playing a major, 
it's a bit different. Just that 
sharpness and competitive 
edge, that's the thing you 
really hope is there when 
you come back.” 
SCENARIOS: 

Jordan Spieth does not 
have to win the PGA 
Championship to replace 
Mcllroy at No. 1 in the 
world. In fact, he might not 
get there even if he does 
win his third major. 

The Official World Golf 
Ranking laid out the follow¬ 
ing scenarios for Spieth to 


get to No. 1: 

— Spieth wins and Mcllroy 
finishes in a two-way tie for 
second or worse. 

— Spieth finishes second 
alone and Mcllroy is out of 
the top six. 

— Spieth finishes in a two- 
way tie for second and Mc¬ 
llroy is out of the top 13. 

— Spieth finishes in a three- 
way tie for second and Mc¬ 
llroy is out of the top 33. 

The only way for Spieth to 
finish alone in third and get 
to No. 1 is for Mcllroy to miss 
the cut. 

LATE ADDITIONS 
Martin Laird, J.J. Henry and 
Sean O'Hair are the latest 
entries to the PGA Champi¬ 
onship. 


Laird was the first alternate 
and go in when Shane 
Lowry won the Bridgestone 
Invitational. Lowry already 
was eligible, but because 
five players at Firestone 
were not eligible, the PGA 
kept open one spot. 

Henry got the 156th spot on 
Sunday night by winning 
the Barracuda Champion¬ 
ship in Nevada in a playoff.

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — 

Angelique Kerber pushed 
away any post-match fa¬ 
tigue or tired legs and rel¬ 
ished yet another champi¬ 
onship. 

Kerber bent her knees 
nearly to the ground all af¬ 
ternoon to dig out an on¬ 
slaught of powerful ground 
strokes by Karolina Pliskova, 
beating the hard-hitting 
Czech 6-3, 5-7, 6-4 for the 
Bank of the West Classic 
championship Sunday. 

The left-handed Kerber 
extended points with her 
baseline gets on the way 
to a title in the event she 
lost at Stanford a year ago 
against Serena Williams. 
“It’s hard work to get really 
fit but at the end it takes 
over on court,” Kerber said 
of her top fitness that helps 
her recovery in a hurry. 

The fifth-seeded Kerber, 
from Germany, improved 
to 4-0 in finals this year, 
which included edging Plis¬ 
kova 6-7 (5), 6-3, 7-6 (4) in a 
nearly 2 1 /2-hour match for 
the championship on grass 
at Birmingham, England, 
in June, for her first title on 
that surface. 

This slugfest went 2 hours, 7 
minutes. 

Kerber let out a scream 
and raised her arms in de¬ 
light when Pliskova's fore¬ 
hand went into the net on 


the second match point, 
completing the 10th break 
of serve by the German. 
She earns $124,000 for her 
victory. 

“She’s just great moving 
and a great defender, so 
it was maybe harder than 
in the last matches for me,” 
Pliskova said. “That's why 
I made maybe more mis¬ 
takes. She's always tough 
to play. She's one of the fit¬ 
test girls on the tour.” 

The 6-foot-1 Pliskova, seed¬ 
ed fourth, hit booming first 
serves from 112-115 mph 
in the first set but needed

an injury timeout to have 
her right ankle taped late 
in the second before she 
held for 7-5 after seven 
straight breaks and force a 
third set. 

Pliskova found some bet¬ 
ter consistency when it 
mattered most, breaking 
for 3-2 in the final set. The 
23-year-old — whose twin 
sister Kristyna plays on the 
tour — had missed chanc¬ 
es throughout the match 
to that point, such as jump¬ 
ing out to 40-0 to start the 
match before losing the 
opening, 16-point game. 


She had chances to close 
out points at the net but 
Kerber’s pinpoint pass¬ 
ing shots regularly caught 
Pliskova in no man's land 
about a step further back 
from the net than she 
needed to be. Pliskova 
committed 21 unforced er¬ 
rors in the first set to put her¬ 
self in a hole, to just one by 
the steady Kerber. 

Pliskova takes home 
$66,100 as runner-up. She 
finished with 52 unforced 
errors and 52 winners, while 
the 27-year-old Kerber had 
14 unforced errors in all. 

This was hardly a pretty dis¬ 
play of serving with dou¬ 
ble faults to end games in 
match featuring 18 total 
breaks of serve. 

“That’s probably for me the 
worst thing,” Pliskova said. 
“It’s my best shot. I think 
that’s the point why I lost 
today." 

Kerber captured her sev¬ 
enth career singles title 
playing in her fourth final 
of the season. She lost here 
last year at Stanford to Wil¬ 
liams, 7-6 (1), 6-3. The world 
No. 1 Williams withdrew 
from this event the week 
before because of an el¬ 
bow injury. 

Kerber learned plenty from 
a first-set collapse here a 
year ago. She won five 
straight games to go up 5-1 
and was serving for the first 
set at 5-2 before Williams 
saved two set points and 


went to win five games in 
a row. 

“Of course it was big mo¬ 
tivation for me to win the 
title here where I lost last 
year against Serena,” Ker¬ 
ber said. 

Kerber, projected to move 
up the rankings from 14th 
to No. 11, earned her 40th 
match victory to tie her 
with Williams (40-1) for most 
wins this season. 

Pliskova is set to make her 
debut in the WTA top-10 
rankings in the next poll at 
eighth. 

“I proved that I belong 
there," she said. 
Top-seeded Caroline 
Wozniacki dropped a 
6-4, 6-2 result in her open¬ 
ing match, in the second 
round, Thursday night to 
American Varvara Lep- 
chenko. Pliskova defeated 
Lepchenko in a straight-set 
semifinal win Saturday. 
Pliskova was the first Czech- 
born woman to reach the 
final in this event since Mar¬ 
tina Navratilova in 1994. 
Navratilova lost to Arantxa 
Sanchez-Vicario that year 
in Oakland, but won the 
last of her five titles of the 
tournament in ‘03. 

Yi-Fan Xu and Saisai Zheng 
of China won the doubles 
final, 6-1, 6-3 over Anabel 
Medina Garrigues and 
Arantxa Parra Santonja of 
Spain as Sunday’s matches 
drew a tournament high for 
the week of 2,757 fans. □

U.S. railroad safety: Few likely to meet new tech deadline

WASHINGTON (AP) — Only 
a handful of U.S. railroads 
are close to meeting a 
deadline this year to install 
safety technology that 
can prevent many crash¬ 
es, including derailments 
due to excessive speed like 
the deadly Amtrak crash 
in Philadelphia in May, ac¬ 
cording to a government 
report released Friday. 
Only three railroads have 
submitted safety plans to 
government, a necessary 
step before they can put 
thetechnology — positive 
train control, or PTC — into 
operation, the Federal 
Railroad Administration re¬ 
port said. 

Amtrak hasn't submitted 
a plan yet, but railroad of¬ 
ficials have said they ex¬ 
pect to have PTC in oper¬ 
ation in the railroad’s busy 
Northeast Corridor by the 
Dec. 31 deadline. 

Some railroads are lagging 
far behind. Union Pacific, 
the nation’s largest freight 
railroad, hasn’t equipped 


any of its 6,532 locomo¬ 
tives with the technology, 
according to the report. 
None of Norfolk Southern’s 
3,400 locomotives are 
equipped, either. 

The type of PTC being put 
into place by most rail¬ 
roads relies on GPS, wire¬ 


less radio and computers 
to monitor train position 
and automatically stop or 
slow trains that are in dan¬ 
ger of derailing because 
they’re traveling too fast, 
are about to collide with 
another train or are about 
to enter an area where 


crews are working on 
tracks. 

A rail safety law passed 
by Congress in 2008 gave 
railroads seven years to in¬ 
stall the technology. PTC 
is expensive, and many 
railroads were late get¬ 
ting started. Freight rail¬ 


roads often host com¬ 
muter railroad operations 
on their tracks, and they 
also frequently use the 
tracks of their competitors. 
Developing PTC systems 
that can be used by mul¬ 
tiple railroads has added 
a layer of complexity to 
the effort. Many railroads 
also ran into unanticipat¬ 
ed difficulties acquiring 
the radio spectrum nec¬ 
essary to make thetech¬ 
nology work, and getting 
government permission to 
erect thousands of anten¬ 
nas along tracks. 

Railroads have been urg¬ 
ing Congress to delay the 
deadline. 

The railroad industry said 
the challenge of develop¬ 
ing the technology from 
scratch is unprecedented. 
“Reaching deadlines is 
important, but even more 
important is that when 
PTC is turned on, it is fully 
operational and enhanc¬ 
ing safety,” said Edward 
Flamberger, president and 
CEO of the Association of 
American Railroads. □ 


Twitter huddles with NFL to tackle audience challenge

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Twitter is huddling with the 
National Football League 
as it tackles the challenge 
of attracting a broader au¬ 
dience to its short messag¬ 
ing service. 

A two-year content and 
advertising deal an¬ 
nounced Monday ex¬ 
pands upon similar part¬ 
nerships that Twitter forged 
with the NFL in 2013 and 
2014. 

The NFL plans to funnel 
nearly three times more 
content into Twitter than 


last year, a commitment 
that will include more vid¬ 
eo highlights and pictures 
from games in progress. 
Twitter, in turn, will use an 
automated formula to 
prominently display NFL 
tweets and related ads in 
the streams of account- 
holders likely to enjoy the 
information. 

The NFL’s Twitter blitz will 
begin with Thursday's pre¬ 
season games. Financial 
terms of the deal weren’t 
disclosed. Twitter and oth¬ 
er Internet companies typi¬ 
cally pay their partners by 
giving them a percentage 


of ad sales made from their 
content. 

After signing single-season 
contracts in 2013 and 2014, 
the NFL gave Twitter a vote 
of confidence by locking 
into a longer term this time 
around. It's the first time 
any of Twitter’s roughly 
200 partners have signed 
a multi-year contract, ac¬ 
cording to Glenn Brown, 
Twitter’s director of con¬ 
tent partnerships. 

The NFL, by far the most- 
watched sports league in 
the U.S., also is relying solely 
on Twitter to sell all the ad¬ 
vertising tied to the tweets 


from its accounts. In the 
previous two seasons, the 
ads were jointly sold by the 
NFL and Twitter. 

The show of faith comes at 
a critical time for Twitter. 
Although its brand is wide¬ 
ly known and its service 
boasts more than 300 mil¬ 
lion users, Twitter has been 
struggling to widen its ap¬ 
peal. With user growth 
slowing dramatically, even 
Twitter’s own manage¬ 
ment recently acknowl¬ 
edged that the service has 
become too confusing to 
navigate. What's more, 
the San Francisco com¬ 


pany still hasn’t posted a 
profit. 

Investors have sacked 
Twitter for its execution 
problems. The company’s 
stock finished last week at 
$27.04, less than half its val¬ 
ue 10 months ago and just 
$1.04 above its initial public 
offering price in November 
2013. " 

The NFL's immense popu¬ 
larity could help Twitter 
find ways to get people to 
check into its service more 
frequently and lure visitors 
who might not necessarily 
sign into the service, but 
could still see ads. □

Daum Kakao appoints South Korea’s youngest CEO 
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Parent of Columbia House files for bankruptcy protection

NEW YORK (AP) —The com¬ 
pany that once offered 
to sell you eight CDs for 1 
cent has filed for Chapter 
11 bankruptcy protection 
after almost 20 years of fall¬ 
ing sales. 

The parent of the Colum¬ 
bia House music and DVD 
clubs said Monday it plans 
to sell its Columbia House 
DVD Club business, which 


sells recorded movies and 
TV series directly to con¬ 
sumers, through a bank¬ 
ruptcy auction. 

The reasons for the bank¬ 
ruptcy read like a history 
of the changes that have 
swept through the enter¬ 
tainment industry and retail 
over the last two decades. 
In the late 1990s, the mail¬ 
order Columbia House Mu¬ 
sic Club was damaged by 
Napster, the first major site 


that allowed people to 
share their music for free, 
followed by Napster's ri¬ 
vals and successors. Then 
came Apple’s iPod and 
iTunes music store, which 
let consumers buy music 
and download it almost 
instantly while making it 
more portable than ever. 
Around the same time, 
online marketplaces like 
Amazon.com and eBay 
were taking off and Netf- 


lix offered unlimited DVD 
rentals through the mail. 
Big retailers like Wal-Mart, 
Target and Costco were 
also expanding rapidly. 
Universal Music, the largest 
recorded music company, 
also decided not to renew 
a license agreement with 
Columbia House. 

Within a few years, Apple 
and Amazon and Netflix 
would unveil streaming op¬ 
tions that did away with 


physical media entirely. 
Citing market research, 
Columbia House’s parent 
says the DVD market has 
shrunk by about half since 
2006. The New York-based 
parent company. Filmed 
Entertainment, says its rev¬ 
enue rose to $1.4 billion in 
1996 and fell almost every 
year after that. In 2014, its 
revenue totaled about $17 
million, barely 1 percent of 
its peak figure.Q 


Berkshire Hathaway buying Precision Castparts for about $32B

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — War¬ 
ren Buffett is making the 
biggest bet of his long in¬ 
vestment career, a $32.36 
billion buyout of Precision 
Castparts in a deal that 
will continue to reshape his 
Berkshire Hathaway con¬ 
glomerate. The acquisition 
of the aerospace and in¬ 
dustrial company would 
top Buffett's $26.7 billion 
deal for BNSF railroad in 
2010. It also follows several 
huge deals outside of the 
core insurance companies 
Buffett built his investment 
empire, including manu¬ 
facturers, railroads, utilities 
and food companies. 
Berkshire said Monday that 
it will pay $235 per share 
in cash for Precision Cast- 
parts' outstanding stock. 
The deal is valued at about 
$37.2 billion, including 
debt. Buffett searches for 
deals of this size to mean¬ 
ingfully improve profits at 
Berkshire and invest the 
company’s $66.6 billion 
cash it had on hand. The

universe of big compa¬ 
nies that fit Buffett's criteria 
tend to be manufacturing 
or industrial firms.

“I think he's setting things 
up for the future and he

Precision Castparts, based 
in Portland, Oregon, has 
been hit hard by tum¬ 
bling crude and natural 
gas prices, but it appears 
to have strong long-term 
prospects. Buffet told 


CNBC that he would have 
bought the company even 
if he knew that commodi¬ 
ties were in the midst of a 
multiyear slump. 

“We’re going to be in 
this business for 100 years, 
so it doesn’t really make 
any difference what oil 
and gas does in the next 
year,” said Buffett, whose 
company already held 4.2 
million shares or about 3 
percent of Precision Cast- 
parts' stock. George Mor¬ 
gan, a finance professor at 
the University of Nebraska 
at Omaha and a former 
investment adviser, said 
Buffett's field of possible 
investments is limited be¬ 
cause of the size he is look¬ 
ing for today. Author and 
investor Jeff Matthews, 
who wrote “Warren Buf¬ 
fett's Successor: Who It Is 
and Why It Matters,” said 
he doesn’t think Berkshire 
is getting a good price on 
Precision Castparts, so he’s 
not sure it will be good for 
shareholders, especially 
since Precision's business is 
tied to the airline industry.Q 


CVS Health to pay government $450,000 to settle dispute

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (AP) — 

CVS Health has agreed to 
pay $450,000 to the fed¬ 
eral government to settle 
allegations that several of 
its Rhode Island retail phar¬ 
macies filled forged and 
invalid painkiller prescrip¬ 
tions. 

The agreement an¬ 
nounced Monday is the 
culmination of a two-year 
investigation by U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Peter Neronha’s office 


and the Drug Enforcement 
Administration’s Office of 
Diversion Control into sev¬ 
eral of the Woonsocket, 
Rhode Island-based CVS's 
retail pharmacy locations. 
The DEA’s Diversion Con¬ 
trol offices routinely re¬ 
view pharmacies across 
the country looking for 
violations of the Controlled 
Substances Act, said Jim 
Martin, a spokesman for 
the U.S. Attorney's office in 
Providence. 

CVS has denied wrongdo¬ 


ing. In October 2013, au¬ 
thorities began investigat¬ 
ing individuals in Rhode 
Island who were prescrib¬ 
ing various controlled sub¬ 
stances without the au¬ 
thority to do so, such as 
nurse practitioners. 

Federal investigators said 
they found that some CVS 
locations were filling forged 
prescriptions with invalid 
prescriber DEA numbers 
or that the pharmacist fill¬ 
ing the prescription knew 
or had reason to know the 


prescriptions were invalid 
or unauthorized. 

They also said they found 
that some locations filled 
prescriptions for the opi¬ 
oid painkiller hydrocodone 
written by psychiatric nurse 
practitioners who are not 
authorized under Rhode Is¬ 
land state law to write such 
prescriptions. Under the 
Controlled Substance Act, 
such painkillers can only be 
prescribed by a physician. 
Additionally, federal inves¬ 
tigators said they found 


that CVS did not keep 
adequate records of pre¬ 
scriptions. 

A message left for Elizabeth 
Ferguson, senior vice presi¬ 
dent and assistant general 
counsel for CVS, was not 
immediately returned. 

The Department of Justice 
has a five-year statute of 
limitations for investiga¬ 
tions into civil violations of 
the Controlled Substances 
Act. Authorities investigat¬ 
ed the conduct beginning 
in March 2010.Q

Train delays in tunnel may become more common

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) — Train 
delays like the ones caused 
recently by electrical prob¬ 
lems in a century-old Hud¬ 
son River tunnel could be¬ 
come much more com¬ 
mon if a new tunnel isn’t 
built, an Amtrak executive 
told New Jersey lawmakers 
Monday. 

Even if that anticipated 
$14 billion project, called 
Gateway, were started 
now, the tunnel portion 
wouldn’t be complete un¬ 
til 2025 at the earliest, said 
Stephen Gardner, Amtrak’s 
vice president of Northeast 
Corridor infrastructure in¬ 
vestment. 

In the interim, there is no 
viable contingency plan 
in place if one of the two 
tubes in the tunnel has to 
be taken out of service 
for an extended period, 
which would reduce train 
traffic during rush hour from 
24 trains to six, Gardner 
told the Senate Legislative 
Oversight Committee. 
Amtrak's goal is to “keep 
the tunnel in working or¬ 
der to support the traffic 
we have today,” Gardner 
said, adding that “those 
delays could become the 
norm at some point.” 

Two of four high-voltage 
electrical cables that date 
back to the 1930s failed, 
causing backups on four of 
five days during the week 
of July 20. Amtrak is ana¬ 
lyzing the cables to deter¬ 
mine whether saltwater 
damage from Superstorm 
Sandy in 2012 contributed 
to the failures.

Monday’s hearing came 
as the major stakeholders 
in a tunnel project — the 
governors of New Jersey 
and New York, the Port 
Authority of New York 
and New Jersey and the 
federal Department of 
Transportation — grapple 
with how to pay for it. 
Speaking to reporters in 
Albany, New York Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo said the 
large price tag for a new 
tunnel means a sizeable 
federal investment — not 
a loan — is required. New 
York is already taking on 
two other big-ticket proj¬ 
ects, a new LaGuardia 
Airport and a replace¬ 
ment for the Tappan Zee 
Bridge, both of which are 
projected to cost about 
$4 billion.

He stressed that Amtrak 
has a responsibility to 
contribute to a new tun¬ 
nel. 

“It's not my tunnel. Why 
don’t you pay for it?” he 
told reporters. “It is an 
Amtrak tunnel that is used 
by Amtrak and by New 
Jersey Transit." 

Gardner told lawmakers 
that it would cost Am¬ 
trak $1 billion per year 
just to keep its Northeast 
Corridor infrastructure in 
a state of good repair, 
and it would cost an ad¬ 
ditional $4 billion per year 
to complete its backlog 
of projects on the 457- 
mile corridor, a span 
that includes numerous 
century-old bridges and 
a 142-year-old tunnel in 
Baltimore. □

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— The picture-perfect 
beaches and turquoise 
waters that people expect 
on their visits to the Carib¬ 
bean are increasingly be¬ 
ing fouled by mats of de¬ 
caying seaweed that at¬ 
tract biting sand fleas and 
smell like rotten eggs. 
Clumps of the brownish 
seaweed known as sargas- 
sum have long washed up 
on Caribbean coastlines, 
but researchers say the al¬ 
gae blooms have explod¬ 
ed in extent and frequen¬ 
cy in recenf years. The 2015 
seaweed invasion appears 
to be a bumper crop, with 
a number of shorelines so 
severely hit that some tour¬ 
ists have canceled sum¬ 
mer trips and lawmakers 
on Tobago have termed it 
a “natural disaster.” 

From the Dominican Re¬ 
public in the north, to Bar¬ 
bados in the east, and 
Mexico's Caribbean resorts 
to the west, officials are au¬ 
thorizing emergency mon¬ 
ey to fund cleanup efforts 
and clear stinking mounds 
of seaweed fhaf in some 
cases have piled up nearly 
10 feet high on beaches, 
choked scenic coves and 
cut off moored boats. 

With the start of the re¬ 
gion's high tourism season 


a few months away, some 
officials are calling for an 
emergency meeting of the 
15-nation Caribbean Com¬ 
munity, worried that the 
worsening seaweed influx 
could become a chronic 
dilemma for fhe globe's 
most tourism-dependent 
region. 

“This has been the worst 
year we’ve seen so far. 
We really need fo have a 
regional effort on this be¬ 
cause this unsightly sea¬ 
weed could end up affect¬ 
ing the image of the Ca¬ 


ribbean,” said Christopher 
James, chairman of the To¬ 
bago Hotel and Tourism As¬ 
sociation. There are various 
ideas about what is caus¬ 
ing the seaweed boom 
that scientists say started 
in 2011, including warm¬ 
ing ocean temperatures 
and changes in the ocean 
currents due to climate 
change. Some researchers 
believe it is primarily due to 
increased land-based nu¬ 
trients and pollutants wash¬ 
ing into the water, includ¬ 
ing nitrogen-heavy fertiliz-

ers and sewage waste that 
fuel the blooms. 

Brian Lapointe, a sargas- 
sum expert at Florida At¬ 
lantic University, says that 
while the sargassum wash¬ 
ing up in normal amounts 
has long been good for fhe 
Caribbean, severe influxes 
like those seen lately are 
“harmful algal blooms” be¬ 
cause fhey can cause fish 
kills, beach fouling, fourism 
losses and even coastal 
dead zones. 

“Considering that these 
events have been happen¬ 


ing since 2011, this could 
be the ‘new normal.' Time 
will tell," Lapointe said by 
email. 

The mats of drifting sargas¬ 
sum covered with berry¬ 
like sacs have become 
so numerous in the Carib¬ 
bean Sea and the Atlan¬ 
tic Ocean they are even 
drifting as far away as to 
West Africa, where they’ve 
been piling up fast in Sierre 
Leone and Ghana. 
Sargassum, which gets its 
name from the Portuguese 
word for grape, is a floating 
brownish algae that gener¬ 
ally blooms in the Sargasso 
Sea, a 2 million-square-mile 
(3 million-square-kilometer) 
body of warm water in the 
North Atlantic that is a ma¬ 
jor habitat and nursery for 
numerous marine species. 
Like coral reefs, fhe algae 
mats are critical habitats 
and mahi-mahi, tuna, bill- 
fish, eels, shrimp, crabs and 
sea furfles all use the algae 
to spawn, feed or hide from 
predators. But some sci¬ 
entists believe the sargas¬ 
sum besieging a growing 
number of beaches may 
actually be due to blooms 
in the Atlantic's equatorial 
region, perhaps because 
of a high flow of nutrients 
from South America’s Am¬ 
azon and Orinoco Rivers 
mixing with warmer ocean 
temperatures. □ 


Feuding U.S. families help pinpoint historic battle site

LOUISVILLE, Kentucky (AP) 

— The names Hatfield and 
McCoy are synonymous 
with feuding in the U.S., 
etched in American his¬ 
tory for their famous deadly 
fights. So it was an unlikely 
sight when descendants of 
both clans worked side by 
side to help archaeologists 
unearth artifacts from one 


of the bloodiest sites in the 
feud. 

The leader of the dig says 
they have pinpointed the 
place where Randolph Mc¬ 
Coy's home was set ablaze 
in the woods of eastern 
Kentucky during a murder¬ 
ous New Year’s attack by 
the Hatfields. 

Many believe the feud 
was rooted in the Ameri¬ 
can Civil War of the 1860s, 


but the bitterness was per¬ 
petuated by disputes over 
timber rights and even a 
pig. The fighting claimed at 
least a dozen lives by 1888. 
The feud officially ended in 
2003, when descendants of 
the families signed a truce. 
Two McCoys were gunned 
down in the 1888 ambush 
on Randolph McCoy’s 
homestead. It marked a 
turning point in their battle 


waged in Kentucky and 
West Virginia, led by family 
patriarchs William Ander¬ 
son “Devil Anse" Hatfield 
and Randolph “Ole Ran’l” 
McCoy .The 10-day exca¬ 
vation focused on a back 
corner of the homestead. 
Archaeologists and volun¬ 
teers — including descen¬ 
dants from the two fami¬ 
lies — uncovered charred 
timber, shell casings, nails. 


a pulley and fragments of 
glass and ceramics. 

Eddie McCoy had made 
earlier pilgrimages there, 
but he said sifting through 
his ancestral soil was espe¬ 
cially poignant. 

“When I was digging 
through the mud and big 
chunks of burned wood 
started coming out, it just 
made it so real,” he said 
this week. □

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Trump says Fox News chief has promised him fair coverage

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dential candidate Donald 
Trump's turbulent relation¬ 
ship with Fox News showed 
signs of improvement Mon¬ 
day even as Democratic 
front-runner Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton seized on the 
billionaire businessman’s 
clash with the network to 
cast the entire 2016 Re¬ 
publican presidential field 
as being bad for women. 
Trump and Fox News, 
one of the most powerful 
voices in Republican and 
conservative circles, have 
been in a bitter feud since 
last Thursday’s presidential 
debate. While he leads re¬ 
cent Republican presiden¬ 
tial polls, the former reality 
television star has drawn 
heated criticism from many 
in his own party for saying 
on CNN that Fox debate 
moderator Megyn Kelly 
had “blood coming out 
of her eyes, blood coming 
out of her wherever.” 
Trump insisted Monday 
that he never intended to 
say anything inappropri¬ 
ate about Kelly, one of the 
most popular hosts on the 
most watched U.S. cable 
news network. 

But Trump maintains he was 
treated unfairly in a series 
of tough questions, includ¬ 
ing one from Kelly about 
Trump's history of negative 
statements about women. 


Kelly asked the real estate 
mogul about his use of 
words such as “dog," "fat" 
and “disgusting" to insult 
women and whether it re¬ 
flected the “temperament 
of a man we should elect 
as president.” 

He maintained Monday 


that he never intended to 
say anything inappropri¬ 
ate about Kelly and said 
the uproar over his criti¬ 
cism was “all fueled by the 
press." 

“This wasn't meant to be 
much of an insult,” he told 
NBC's “Today” show. 
Trump’s unconventional, 


insurgent campaign and 
his series of incendiary 
comments have vaulted 
him into an early lead in 
the race for the Republi¬ 
can presidential nomina¬ 
tion just half a year be¬ 
fore the first nominating 
contests in Iowa and New 


Hampshire. While Trump is 
considered unlikely to win 
the Republican presiden¬ 
tial nomination, he has en¬ 
thralled anti-establishment 
conservatives with his bel¬ 
licose statements and 
confounded party leaders 
trying to bring order to an 
unwieldy field of 17 candi¬ 


dates. 

So far, the self-funded 
Trump has proved to be im¬ 
mune from what would be 
viewed as missteps by any 
other candidate. It will be 
several days before public 
polling shows whether he 
was damaged by his caus¬ 


tic comments about Kelly. 
Trump tweeted Monday 
that Fox News chairman 
Roger Ailes had reached 
out to him directly Mon¬ 
day, assuring him he’ll be 
“treated fairly” by the sta¬ 
tion. Trump appeared on 
several Sunday morning 
TV news shows, but not on 


Fox's main show. He now is 
scheduled to appear Tues¬ 
day morning on “Fox and 
Friends." 

“Roger Ailes just called. He 
is a great guy & assures me 
that ‘Trump’ will be treat¬ 
ed fairly on @FoxNews. 
His word is always good!” 
wrote Trump. 

Fox News representatives 
did not immediately re¬ 
spond to a request for 
comment, but one of the 
“Fox and Friends" hosts, 
Steve Doocy, tweeted that 
Trump would be appear¬ 
ing on “Fox and Friends" 
Tuesday morning to talk 
about his relationship with 
the network. 

Trump’s latest remarks 
have unnerved some in 
a Republican Party that 
has long wrestled with the 
public perception that it is 
waging a “war on women" 
and has struggled to con¬ 
vince more women that it's 
on their side. 

Speaking publicly for the 
first time since the Repub¬ 
lican debate, Clinton on 
Monday seized on Trump’s 
comments about Kelly. She 
said his remarks should not 
overshadow the rest of the 
Republican candidates' 
policies dealing with wom¬ 
en. 

“They brag about slashing 
women's health care fund¬ 
ing,” Clinton told reporters 
while campaigning in New 
Hampshire.^

‘Jackass’ star arrested after 
climbing crane in Hollywood

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 

“Jackass” star Steve-O 
was arrested after climb¬ 
ing a crane in Hollywood 
to protest SeaWorld and 
drawing dozens of emer¬ 
gency responders to a 


construction site. 

Stephen Glover, 41, 
scrambled up a crane 
at least 100 feet high on 
Sunset Boulevard, inflat¬ 
ing a large killer whale 
balloon emblazoned with 


“SeaWorld Sucks” and 
lighting fireworks when he 
reached the top Sunday 
night, Los Angeles police 
Lt. Michael Ling said. 
Glover, known for his out¬ 
landish stunts in the “Jack¬ 
ass" TV show and movies, 
later climbed down and 
was taken into custody. 
Because the first respond¬ 
ers were not sure whether 
he needed to be res¬ 
cued, five ambulances, a 
helicopter and more than 
80 firefighters went to the 
scene. Fire Department 
spokeswoman Margaret 
Stewart said. 

She said resources were 


stretched thin because 
firefighters were called 
around the same time to 
rescue the operator of 
a harbor crane who was 
stricken with a medical 
emergency. 

“Some of the resourc¬ 
es on this hoax could 
have been devoted to a 
real emergency," Stew¬ 
art said. Glover will be 
booked on suspicion of 
several charges, includ¬ 
ing conspiracy to commit 
trespassing and filming 
without a permit. 

It is possible the city could 
seek reimbursement from 
Glover, but it is too early 


to know if that will hap¬ 
pen and how much could 
be sought, said Frank Me- 
teljan, a spokesman for 
the city attorney. 

Glover's representative 
didn’t immediately re¬ 
spond to a request for 
comment. A call to Sea¬ 
World has not been re¬ 
turned. 

He was cited last year for 
another protest against 
the theme park. Glover 
said his protest was in re¬ 
sponse to controversy 
over the 2103 documen¬ 
tary “Blackfish," which crit¬ 
icized SeaWorld’s treat¬ 
ment of killer whales.Q 
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
